Editor Enterprise: 
On Monday, 


be lltu day ol tfubruary, 1889, there 
will be an election throughout the 
jtate of Nevada, for the ratification or 
rejection of certain proposed amend- 
ments to the Consumtion of the State. 


This election lias been called by an 


Act of tbe present Legislature, now in 
suasion, because of the necessity, or at 
east apparent neresnily. of appealing

Treasury. Is it. not raiher evidence o 
spleen and vindictivenoim tb^u a level 
h»adod disposition to fairly consider 
the subject in hand, aud benefit tbe 
taxpayer upon whose shoulders fall 
the burden of maintaining tbi Slat' 
Government? Tbe bare s Demerit ot 
tbe proposition carries »i b it refuta 
talion. II the amendment, respecting 
the investment of tbe sclio >1 money, 
the fkit>0,000 and upwards, prevails, 
the hicieased interest ol that sum 
alone will more than doubly pay tbe 
expenses of the election, 


II the amendment in relation to per- 


mi'tmg the Legt&lnture lu its judg- 
ment to liceosa a lottery prevails, tbe 
minimum income from that 
alone, wtilch has even been 
or intimated, would more than four 
tunes pay all the expenses ot the elec- 
tion before the meeting ot the next 
Letrismture. 
And if this be true, which none can 


successfully deny, what more can be 
said about tbewisdon of this amend 
ment, when we consider tbe increased 
receipts of ihe Slate Treasury from 
fuesetwo sources for all future years, 
in case these two Hmeiidmenttaresup 
ported bv a majority ol tho people 
voting thereon ai tbe election uex 
MoDlJHV?

.he Legislature. 


It must be remembered that at the 
'lection next Monday no particular 
nil 01 Uw is before tbe people at ail, 
and if tbe people defeat these amend- 
ir.erts to w bich I have called attention, 
11 will be final as to all foi rnany years 
lo come. Iney cannot be revived nn 
til after they bave passed two con- 
secutive Legislatures to be hereafter 
chosen, aud again submitted to Ihe 
f>eople. 


What are the arguments in favor of 


a lottery in Nevada, and in favor of so 
amending the Constitution as to per- 
mit tbe Legislature to liceu«e one? 


We must remember that our State 


is declining in population and wealtb. 
However disagreeable the facts may 
be to us, it is the duty of every lax- 
payer to look thpm squarely in ihe 
face and to deduce such conclusions 
as are legitimate and necessary from 
ibe facts. Tho nrst tutm? we know, it 
will become a serious question of law 
and statesmanship a-, to how a State 
Government may be permitted to 
lapse into a terrnoiial form of go em- 
inent, or to be annexed to some other 
Mate, m view ol the stubborn tact that 
it will be impossible to maintain a 
State Government upon tbe high and 
pretentious pl«ne of that of Nevada, 
with a num»rr oi Sute officials and a 
range ot salaries larger than most 
Mates in the Union. We probably 
reached the maximum oi population 
aud wealth in 1876, iwelva years after 
the SUtti came into tbe Union. 


For two or three years after that, 


and during the gieat output of bnlliou 
bv the bonanza mines up to 1879, we 
almost held oui own. 


At tbe Presidential election in 1876 


we cast in tbe neighborhood ot twenty 
thousand votes. At the Presidential 
election lu 1888 we cast a little ovu 
twelve thousand \ot-«. What, has 
been the eau-e of the decline in our 
population and wea'th is immaterial 
It was probably the demonetization of 
-iHer in 1673. 


To illii-irate the decline or obliteia 


lion of ceriam sources of revenue— 
xlnch dec.iiie e\ery sensible man 
knows and I eels to tie permanent tor 
an indefinite time—let us look at cer- 
tain statistics derived from tbe report 
if ttie Controller for the different years 
mntioned:

Sitting up at night drinking whisky, 
associating with dissolute people, 
making borne unhappy and < ften los- 
ing all, characterize many of these 
games, 


Not so the, lottery. If a man wishes 


to tempt fortune in the lottery he buys, 
t is ticket and that is the end'of It. No 
derrior lizalion; no great loss; no bad 
associations. 


Out upon such alleged moral argu- 


ments when the same peisons favor 
our present liconso system. 


Tbe other benefits to tbe State from 


a lottery aro numerous. We must ac- 
knowledge thai thousands ot dollars 
now go away monthly to the Louis- 
iana Lottery, This will in a measure 
remain at home. If thn lottery should 
be a success hundreds of tbonsnuds of 
dollais wilt cotne into the State to the 
offices of tbe company, which will bo 
here, and nearlv or quite all will be 
paid out In our State. It lollows that 
much of it will be expended m our 
midst. 


Several hundred firsl-classemployes 


will be given employment m different 
branches of the business, and taxable 
property will be created, buildings 
will be erected, new homes made and 
ibe headquarters of the company will 
necessarily become a great money 
center. 


We should not be misled by tbe dis- 


gruntled arguments of alleged moral- 
mls, but all vote Amendment No 22—
